ATLANTA'S DELEGATION VISITS HIM 


And Finds Him Enthusiastic on the Subject 
of Southern Development-—Senator 
John W. Daniel Will Come. 


Wasuinaton, September 30.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Glenn, Colonel Pat Calhoun and Mr. 
Humphreys Castleman, of Atlanta, reached 
here today to receive Mr. Blaine’s answer to 
the invitation extended him to make an ad- 
dress at the Piedmont exposition, 

In company with Senator Colquitt, they 
were given an audience by Mr. Blaine at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. They talked with the 
Maine man an hour. He became enthusiastic 
on the subject of the south’s future, and said 
he desired to go south and talk to the people 
on industrial questions. He was very anxious 
to goto Atlanta and while he could: not say 
positively that he would accept the invitation, 
if it was possible for him to leave Washington 
between the 15th of October and the Ist of 
November, he would visit Atlanta, and 
talk to the people at the exposition. 

The delegation was perfectly satisfied with 


his answer. They fee! quite certain that Mr. 


Blaine will accept when the time comes. The. 


matter of time, transportation and other mat- 
ters were fully discussed, and Mr. Blaine was 
apparently very much interested and anxious 
to go.

Mr. Blaine had a map of the state of Florida 
placed before him, and discussed at length the 
benefit to the south «aship canal across the 
isthinus of Florida would be.

gation called od Senator John W. Dan- 
iel, of Virginia, who accepted an_ invitation 
to deliverthe address on veterans’ day, Oc- 
tober 23d. 

This evening they called on President Har- 
rison at the white house, and extended him 
an invitation to the exposition also. Mr. Har- 
rison, however, declined, stating he had 
promised to take a western trip soon, and that 
it would be absolutely impossible for him to 
go to Atlanta, however much he would like to 
accept. 

The delegation left tonight for New York, 
perfectly satistied with the result of their trip. 

’ They feel quite certain Mr. Blaine will accept. 
He and Senator Daniel will undoubtedly 
attract great crowds to Atlanta. 

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The agony is over, and congress is ready and 
in shape to adjourn. 

The conference report on the tariff bill 
finally passed the senate at 6 o’clock this after- 
noon, but instead of the majority expected, 
the vote sshowed.only 6.. It stood 33 to 27. 

Three republican senators bolted and voted 
with the democrats against the partisan and 
sectional measure constructed solely for the 
benefit of the republican manufacturers, who, 
by robbing the people, provide the boodle for 
republican campaigns. The three republicans 
who had the nerve to rise above party and vote 
for right were, Paddock of Nebraska, Plumb 
of Kansas, and Pettigrew of South 
Dakota. The votes of the two latter 
were like a bombshell in the republican 
ranks, but these men were representing their 
constituents as some of the other westerners 
will, perhaps, learn to their sorrow in the near 
future. 

Senator Carlisle, of Kentucky, made the 
speech of the day. He consumed nearly three 
hours inita delivery,and his audience was 
kept almost spell-bound as he riddled the un- 
just measure. It was the greatest speech of 
the great Kentuckian’s life, aud with one 
boand he has become the leader of the senate, 
as he was of the house. There were no other 
speeches of any great consequence, although a 
half dozen were delivered. 

The bill has already been engrossed. One or 
two immaterial errors were discovered tonight, 
but they will be corrected by resolution in the 
morning, and the bill will probably be signed 
by the president beforé tomorrow night. 

The impression prevails tonight that the 
senate will tomorrow” pass an adjournment 
resolution for tomorftow afternoon. It is, 
however, probable that adjournment may not 
be taken until noon Thursday. 

The members and senators are preparing to 
leave at once. A few left tonight and many 
will take their departure tomorrow. Perhaps 
not a dozen will remain in the city for Thurs- 
day.

THE STRUGGLE ENDED. 


And the Tariff Bill Needs Only the Signa- 
tures to Become Law. 

W ASRISGTON, Septem ber30.—The confererice re- 
port on the tariff. bill was taken upand Mr. Carlisle 
addressed the senate. He would not, he said, at- 
tempt to diseuss the economic theoryof the bill. 
It Was now about to pass entirely from the hands 
of the senate beyond its control; and a discussion 
of thetquestion could not be undertaken without 
neglecting the last opportunity to state (as ac- 
curately a9 possible) what the main provisions of 
the measufe were and what would be 1ts probable 
effect on taxation... It was not his purpose to at- 
tempt to state the effect of the wmieas- 
ure on public revenue, because it 
would be impossible te do 80 with any 
degree of accuracy, but he could state proses 
mately what its effect on taxation would be. No 
inember of the finance committee had ventured, 
during the tari/f debate, to express an.opinion as 
to what the effect of the bill would be on the 
revenues of the government, except the senator 
from lowa (Mr. Allison), who, in the course of a 
speech on the subject of expenditures of the 
government, had reviewed the subject to some 
extent. But. that was before the conference re- 
port was made. In the statement made by the 
finance committee when the bill was reported, the 
reduction of the revenue had been given a8 
$71,000.000 wnder the house bill and $60,000,000 
under the sé€nate bill. Of the $60;000,000 reduc- 
tion,. from articles placed. on the - free list, 
nearly $56,009,000 came from sugar and imo- 
lasses, leaving only between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000 as the reduction occasioned by the removal 
of other articles from the dutiable list. He as- 
serted that the bill would reduce revenues and 
increase taxation--that it would incréase the tax- 
ation of the people very many times. by increas- 
ing the prices of articles.of siinflar domestic pro- 
ductions. If itowere true that revenue that would 
be derived under the. conference bill (on the basis 
of the 1mportations of 1889) would be over $225,- 
000,000, then the average rate of duty on dutiabloe 
articles would be 57 7-10 per cent, without taking 
into account the effect of the ninth section of the 
administrative bill, which would add from 
four to tive per cent. Unless all 
these caiculations were at fault, the average rate 
ot duty under the conference bill and the admin- 
istrative bill on dutiable articles would be 60 per 
cent, instead of 4514 per cent under the existin 
law. If the senator from Khode Island woul 
take the articles now on the dutiable list and de- 
duct sugar and molasses from them he would find 
that the average rate of duty under the existing 
law wags a litfle over 41 per cent, while the average 
rate of duty © 1 the same articles under the confer- 
ence bill would be 60 per cent, an increased rate of 
50 per cent. 

MK. CARLISLE GIVES SOME FIGURES. 

Mr: Carlisle went on to give figures as to the in- 
creased taxation under the corference bill, stat- 
ing it to be in the iron and steel schedule $10,000,- 
000; in the woolen schedule $14,000,000; in the cot- 
tom schedule $2,000,000; in the ffax and linen 
sch#dule $5,000,000; on tin plate $8,735,000, and on 
tinin pigs-or bars $1,357,000. 

No man, he said, could predict what the effect 
of that enormous increase of taxation would be; 
nor could any man predict eee what its 
effect would be on the revenues of the govern- 
nent. All that they knew was that the very pur- 
pose—the tole purpose and object—of such in- 
creased taxation on those necessary articles was 
to increase the pricé of domestic products, to as 
to enable new incustries to be established (in some 
cases) and ie enable (in other cases) oldindustries 
to realize larger profits. But, in order to compen- 
gate for that enormous increase of taxation on 
toolsand implements of trade, and on cotton, 
woolen and linen clothing, a tax of two cents a 
pound (amounting to $5,500,009) was to be taken 
off tobaceo. The removal of that tax 
would relieve no man and 0be beneficial 
to nobody exeept the manufacturers and retailers 
of tobacco; who would divide those 2 centsa pound 
between them. No producer of tebacco and no 
consumer of tobacco would be benefited to the 
extent of l cent. Mr. Carlisle spoke for nearly three 
hours,and at the close of his speech some of his 
statements and figures were challenged by Mr. 
Aldrich. 

ALLISON DIFFERS WITH CARLISLE. 

Mr. Allison also criticised te@veral of Mr. 
Carlisie’s statements and denied their accuracy. 
‘he senator from Kentucky, he said, had repre- 
sented the conference bill as only diminishing the 
revenue some $2,000,000. He (Mr. Allison) differed 
with him absolutely as to the effect of the bill, 
and gave itas his belief that it would reduce 
revenues to the amount of between $40,000,000 and 
$45,000,000. 

On the question of tin plates, he expressed the 
belief that within five years from this time the 
United States wouid produce substantially all the 
tin plate consumed here, and that consumers 
would have it at a leas Bee than they had paid 
for the last ten years. He understood that since 
the bill passed the senate, three tin-plate factories 
had been established in the United States. 

During the suspension of the debate, conference 
reports were presented and agreed toupon the 
bill to trensfer the signal service to the agricul- 
tural department, and upon several other bills of 
less general interest; the concurrent resolution 
from the house, directing the clerk of the house to 
have the tariff bill enrolled with paragraphs con- 
secutively nnmbered was laid before the senate, 
and Mr. Aldrich moved to amend it by directing 
the clerk to enmgross two paragraplis (352 and 362) 
in a certain corrected manner, aa: to tn the 
conference. These paragraphs apply to binding 
twine and to collars and culls. 

INGALLS’S SARCASM. 

Mr. Ingalls made some sarcastic critié'sm upon 
the resolution and the amendment, and circum- 
stances which brought them about, and suggested 
that the coneurrent resolution had better be left 
open as a kind of basket clause,{o take in what- 
ever other other errors might be discovered. 

The regolution was aliowed to lie over forthe 

esent, and debate on the tariff bill was resumed 
Cy Messrs. Gray, Higgins and Stewart. Then Mr. 
He congratulated 
the senate and country upon the approaching close 


bill. The discussion had been unusuallyprolonged, 
because it was the first time in the history of tariff 
legislation that a tariff bill had been discussed in 
ail its items in either house. 

Mr. Gorman asked Mr. Aldrich to favor the sen- 
ate and country with a statement of the effect of 
the conference bill on revenues. 

Mr. Aldrich said that it- would reduce revenue 
about $8,280,000 below the amount that the senate 
bill wowld reduce it. 

GORMAN WOULD LIKE A FULLER STATEMENT. 

Mr. Gorman said he would like a littie fuller 
statement than that. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that the principal reduction 
made in conferéncée was on tobacco and on special 
taxes for retail dealers. He added thatthe rate 
of taxation sae imported in 1883 was 4513 

r cent, and that thé amount of importations be- 

ng the same, the rate under the conference bill 
would be 44.26, as against 60 per cent asserted by 
Mr. Carlisle. 

At the close of Mr. Aldrich’s remarks, the senate 
proceeded to vote, by yeas and nays, on the con- 
ference report.

WHICH WOULD PRECIPITATE A 
DIVISION IN THE PARTY. : 


HE ISSUES’ A MANIFESTO. IN WHICH 


He Declares That an Opposition Ticket to 
Tillman Should Be Run—Discusses 
the Colored Vote. 


CHARLESTON, S, C.. September 30,—[Spe 
cial.])—Judge A. C. Haskell, chairman of the 
straightout executive committee, and leaderof 
the anti-Tillman fight, has issued a manifesto 
in answer to an interview with his brother, 
Colonel John ©. Haskell, in which he~ states 
that Judge Haskell would net combine with 
the republicans to defeat Tillman. 

Judge Haskell says: 

I will net vote for Mr. Tillman, and I contend 
that no democrat should vote for him, for the rea- 
sons; First-(a2)that his “manifesto’’ was false 
and hostile to our democratic party; (b) that his 
speeches throughout the canvass were slanderous, 
and misrepresented the state and its people; (¢) 
that he charged our government, since control was 
acquired in 1876 by the white people, with dishon- 
esty, corruption and perjury, all of which he and 
his associates know to be untrue. 

ATTACKS THE NOMINATION, 

He then at length attacks the constitution 
ality of the nomination of Tillman, and con- 
cludes in this summary: 

Technically, therefore, as a true democrat, I can- 
not vote forMr. Tillman; legally, I should not vote 
for Mr. Tillman. From self-respett I will not vote’ 
for hin, but a ticket should be run against him. 
Minds that are entangled by political office aré 
warped by the importance of Success. The white 
man is to govern, but the black race is to be pro- 
tected. This is. not only our moral) 
duty, but the violation of it is, 
and justly so, our temporal ruin. We feel ng 
assurance that the Tillman government, an tnre- 
strained, powerful minority, will be other than 
reckless and oppressive in its execution, as it has 
been in its incipiency. 

I, therefore, unequivocally advocate an opposi- 
tion ticket to organize a minority, if we cen do no 
more but to control the government, if possible, 
With this democratic ticket in the field, we should 
ask the support and maintafn the rights of the 
colored voters as we did in 1876. 

LOOKING OVER INTO GEORGIA. 

Judge Haskell makes a sling at THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION in the following 
paragraph: 

Friends may raise a great outcry against any 
allusion to colored yoters. Iask them, is it-with- 
out precedent? I ask them, and sume of the most 
virulent, to name the municipal election outside, 
perhaps, of Charieston and Columbia, when this 
vote has not been calied to the front. I ask for 
returns on the elections held to impose the bonded 
debts for the construction of railroads and other 


purposes during the last twelve years. These~ 


réturns will show thatthe democrats whose in- 
tercsts were at stake, did not hesitate to outvote 
the taxpayers by the aid of colored voters. 

I would remind my friend from afar off, the 
editor of THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, who hag 
been a consistent Tillmanite, to look at the scenes 
in his own city when the force of his paper was 
divided, and worked on both sides of the prohibi- 
tion question, what use they then made of the col- 
ored vote at his very door, and he probably an 
actor in it. Facts are stronger than rhetoric. The 
denunciations may be bitter for political reasons, 
but the fen who utter them have asked for the 
colored vote ere this for ‘tlieir, perhaps, proper 
purposes.

AGAINST THE CONGER BIL 


The Grocers of Philadelphia Favor Cotton 
Seed Oil. 

PHTLADELPHIA, September 30.—A well-attended 
meeting of the grocers and importers’ exchange, 
of this city, was held today for the purpose of 
protesting against the passage by the'senate of 
the bill kwown asthe “Conger lard bill.” Two sets 
of resolutions protesting against the bill— 
both wearily identical in their import— 
were presented to the meeting. One 
of the resolutions asked of congress the 
passage of-a general food bill; but, after some de- 
bate, it was rejected by the meeting, and the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed : 

To the Hon. A. B. Paddock, Chairman of the 
Agricultural Committee, United States Senate: 
The grocers’ and importers’ exchange, of the city 
of Philadelphia, most respectfully ask your hon- 
orable body to take into consideration their pro- 
test against the passage of bill, H. R., 11,568, 
known as the Conger lard bill. While we are de- 
sirous of having laws regulating the sale of all 
compound articles uzed as food, the provisions of 
this bill are such that it legislates in favor of ons 
article of food against another. The restrictione 
placed in this bill on all products in the least de- 
gree resem bling lard, are equal to a prohibition of 
their manufacture and sale. We consider cotton 
seed oil wholesome and valuable forfood. We are 
opposed to any legislation which favors one 
article of food at the expense of another. 

The secre of the exchange was instrueted to 
have a copy of these resolutions drawn up and 
forwarded to Senator Paddock.

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AN APPEAL TO AMERICANS 


To Contribute te the Poor People of Ire- 
land—A Famine Inevitable. 

New York, September 30.—The Sun tomorrow 
will publish am appeal to the people of America, 
from the American committee for the relief of the 
famine in Ireland. The most trustworthy infor- 
mati6n from public and private sources in all parts 
of [reland is to the effect thatthe coriplete fail- 
ure of-the potato crop makes another great famine 


in that most unfortunate land practically inevita- 


ble. The point of actual suffering from hunger 
has not yet been reached, but the days of starva- 
tion, unless he!p comes, are not far off. 

In the last great famine in 1878-’79, the Irish 

leaders—Parnell, Davitt and others—who voiced 
the country’s appeal for food, pledged themselves 
never again to apnee" as supplicants before the 
world on behalf of starving Lreland. A move- 
ment is on foot among weH-known men, not con- 
nected with any Irish societies or poli@.al bodies, 
to “gen to the attention of America the —_" 
ling calamity which now threatens Ireland, be- 
fore actual death from hunger has claimed any 
victims. It has been decided to organize under 
he name of “The American Committee for the 
Relief of the Famine in Ireland.” It is proposed to 
twake its work cover both North and South Amer- 
ica. The personne) of the American committee 
contains the following names: Chairman, James 
GrantjWilson ; honorary chairmen, Rutherfor¥ B. 
Hayes, Grover Cleveland; vice chairmen, James 
Redpath, George Ehret, sEliiot |G. Shepard, 
dames Phillips, Jr.; treasurer, The New York 
Sun ; secretary, Arthur Dudley Vinton. 

The appeal says the worst fears have been re- 
alizéi. The potato rot or blight has spread 
through all parts of Ireland. It will not do to 
wait until the Irish people have proved the exist- 
ence of a famine by dying by the scores for the 
lack of food. Shall men all dead upon the public 
highways because Americans have said: “We 
will give you relief next’ month, but not now?” 
The Irish people need aid new. The American 
committee appeals for immediate contributions 
of money, provisions and clothing.

With Sewer Privileges Outside the City 
Limits. . 

Already there has been quitea good deal said 
about the establishment of a system of county 
police. é 

Recently Captain J. M. Wright. while acting 
chief in Chief Connolly’s absence, introduceda 
paper before the board of police eommissioners, 
urging the taking of such steps as would secure 
an adequate force of county police. 

The county commissioners are the proper an- 
thorities to take the proper steps, and already the 
first move has been made. 

Dr. H. L. Wilson, of the board of county com- 
missioners, was asked &bout the matter yesterday. 

“Yaa, d he, “‘I am heartily in favor of a force 
of county police, and also in fayor of having the 
county incorporated for sewer privileges as well 
In fact, I believe | was the figst-to agitate the 
question, and I believe the time will not be long 
before we get the authority to Take these much- 
needed improvementa. 

“The county attorney is nowat work putting the 
matterin proper shape tocome beforethe next 
legislature. When we get the legislation I am con- 
fident there will be no trouble 
about she balance. We need the 
protection ofa police force in the county, and are 
certain to need it worse the longer it is put off. 
There are so many thickly ——. suburbs just 
beyond the line, and I believe the county should 

ive these people protection as far as is possible. 
Then besides,to incorporate the county tor police 

urposes would greatly aid the police of the city 
4 enforcing the laws. 

‘‘And we could then have these pesty offenders 
tried in the recorder’s court, which would greatly 
facilitate the ends of justice. 

“As tothe incorporation of the county for 
sewer privileges, this is-as necessary as for police 
purposes. As the law now is, we have no 
authority to lay sewers beyond the city limits. 
This is not right, for it is often an injustice to the 
people living in the vicinity of the outlets of 
thesesewers. Then it prevents the carrying of 
sewers to what would really be the proper point 
for their mouth.”’

It is understood that 
other employes of this road, encouraged by 
the success of the conductors, have decided 
to ask for certain needed changes also, and 
that the officers of the road have set a day 
on which their case will be heard, and there 
is no doubt but that it will have a happy 
termination. 

There seems to be a moral in this story, 
which might be read and pondered with 
profit. 


Northern and Southern Missions. 

Mr. Henry Watterson, editor of The 
Courier-Journal, has been recently address- 
ing the reform club of Boston, and his re- 
marks are significant if not important. Mr. 
Watterson is one of the few men of his time 
who look beneath the surface of things-— 
who perceive the drift and tendency of af- 
fairs—and who looks at matters in a large 
and imaginative way. What he says is 
not only interesting on its own account, but 
because of the individuality which he man- 
ages to inject into it. 

But the fact that Mr. Watterson, or any 
other southern man, is. called to take the 
platform atthe north issomething more 
than significant. It probably has a deeper 
meaning than that which is commonly at- 
tached toit. What sort of a condescension 
is it that caused Mr. Grady to be invited to 
speak at the north, cr that causes Mr. Wat- 
terson to appear before the reform club of 
Boston? There is something or other at the 
bottom of it. 

Mr. Watterson’s talk is all-‘that could be 
expected of a level-headed, large-minded 
man. It is manly and independent, acrush- 
ing and unanswerable characterization of 
the political situation; but, after all, what 
does it amount to? The presence of Mr. 
Watterson in Boston is interpreted to be an 
apology for the south, a vague and nameless 
apology, it is true, but yet an apology. We 
observe that nonorthern orators are making 
speeches or delivering lectures in the south, 
and the fact is significant. 

What Mr. Watterson says of the unity of 
the people is true enough, and the point 
has been made before; but we have not seen 
it dwelt on or magnified in any northern 
newspaper. ‘That we are one race and one 
people seems to be certain—that we have 
one destiny seems to be equally certain; but 
thereply to Mr. Watterson’s speech—the 
inevitable suggestion that seems to hit off, 
as it were, the attitude of the north, makes 
its appearance in The Springfield Republi- 
can, a newspaper that is friendly ina gen- 
eral way to the south. 

The Republican says that Mr. Watterson’s 
address is very good capital, indeed—but that 
the whole situation may be summed up in 
the remark that those wha suppress negro 
votes have no right to present themselves be- 
fore the northern public with any expecia- 
tion of receiving sympathy. Our own im- 
pression is now, and has been for some 
years, thatthe south would do well to be 
less On the defensive than it has been; that 
it would become us to be less sensitive and 
thin-skinned, 

We believe it will be time enough for 
southern orators and lecturers to make a 
parade at the north and explain our position 
with regard to the negro problem, when 
northern public men come to the south and 
explain or attempt to explain, the attitude of 
their people toward the negroes in their 
section—the negroes whom they crowd out 
of allemployment except the most menial. 
We are not sure that the matter needs any 
explanation; we do not, for instance, insist 
that northern orators should make their way 
hither for the sole purpose of explaining 
why the negroes of the south are compelled 
torush around like the dogs of Constanti- 
nople, hunting for a bone. 

Nevertheless, if the north is in earnest; if 
it loves the negroes as it pretends; if it be- 
lieves in justice, if it is of the opinion that a 
aman, White or colored, should live by the 
sweat of his brow andthe cunning of his 
hand, its orators should be in all parts of the 
south telling us why it is that the negroes of 
the north have no opportunity to earn their 
living, while all the avenues are open to the 
negro men and women of the south. 

To discuss this subject, we invite the great 
statesmen of the north to visitus at their 
leisure and make such remarks as will bear 
repetition in the newspapers. On this sub- 
ject, Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, might 
make a great point—and if he would tel] 
the naked truth about it, it would be the 
event of his life. 


‘A Celebrated Case.” 


The trial of Birchall for the murder of 
young Benwell, which has just.ended with a 
verdict of ‘‘guilty,’’ will go on record as one 
of the most famous in criminal history. 

From first to last the trial was one of ab- 
sorbing interest, and its progress was eagerly 
watched by the people of two continents. 


_ 


The summoning and retention of witnesses, 


and indeed, the whole conduct of the case, 
entailed an enormous expense upon the 
crown, and the case on both sides was 
handled in a masterful manner. 

With the circumstances of the murderand 
the incidents of the trial the public is already 
familiar, so that it may be hardly necessary 
to recite them here. This man, Birchall, 
who is now under sentence of death, resided 
in Canada. He was a man of small means, 
if any, and, as was brought. out in the trial, 
without visible means of support. He 
crossed the ocean to secure hig: victim, and 
by false representations lured him to Canada. 
Arrived in that country, Birchall knew that 
his deception must become apparent; the 
young man had money which he was to in- 
vest with Birchall ina farm which did not 
exist. Birchall was desperate; he needed 
money; he had deceived Benwell, and was los- 
ing his hold upon him; they started out to- 
gether on the 17th of February last, ostensibly 
toinvestigate property in which Birchall was 
interested; but only one of them returned : 
and that one was Birchall. ’_ Gemigs 4 
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dismal swamp, where he had been shot to 


death. He was a stranger in the country, 
and no one knew him; but lest his identity 
should be discovered, the murderer took the 
precaution to cut the name of his vietim 
from the linen that he wore, and thus the 
dead man was found. 

They would not have known his name but 
for a cigar holder which the murderer had 
overlooked, and which was found by his 
victim’s side. Birchall was arrested; he had 
been seen with Benwell by a host of wit- 
nesses—seen with him on the day of the 
murder near the spot where the body was 


‘found, Fully fifty witnesses identified him 


positively in court; it was clear from the 


very first that Birchall had murdered his — 


friend. 


But what surprised one most in this trial 


was the coolness of the prisoner. He never 
lost his composure, even when witnesses, 
like the ghosts in the play, arose and pointed 
the accusing finger at him; with the utmost 
indifference he came and went—the object 
of all eyes; while witnesses were fixing the 
guilt of Benwell’s murder upon him he 
‘leaned back smilingly in the prisoner’s dock 
and sketched their faces. To the last he 
was firm and composed; but his indifference 
was not that of aninnocent man; _ his idea 
was to brave his way to an acquittal; but the 
evidence, though circumstantial, was over- 
whelmingly against him, and the verdict 
which demands his life is a just one, which 
no man will question, 

The story antedating this murder and its 
terrible sequel is replete with interest. Were 
Poe alive he could weave a thrilling romance 
from it. But it might point amoral, as well 
as furnish the plot fora tale. Itis an awful 
witness to the truth of the adage—‘'Murder 
will out.”’ 

For all Birchall’s precautions in covering 
up his crime, aname upon uw cigar-holder, 
which was buried in the snow, gleamed like 
a ray of light from its icy bed and furnished 
a clue which was the most important factor 
in his conviction. 

There’s no security for the murderer; the 
pools run dry and reveal his victim’s face; 
the winds whirl the leaves from the body 
hidden in the heart of the woods; the earth 
trembles and rends the mound under 
which the murdered lies, and there is no safe 
shelter for the secret mfirderer. 

Aye, though he’s buried in a cave 
And trodden down with stones, 


And years have rotted off his flesh, 
The world will see his bones!

* INGRATITUDE TO FRIENDS. 


A Review of Colonel T. Warren Akin, of 
Bartow. 

AT Home, Bartow Country, GA., September 
29,—Editor Atlanta Constitution: lt is a nota- 
bie fact that Colonel T. Warren Akin, of this 
county, has entered the congressional contest in 
this district as director general, or “stage man- 
azer,” for Hon. R. W. Everett. It is a free 
country, and nobody objects, but the readers of 
THE CONSTITUTION,in other parts of the state, 
should bave a statement of facts to show why 
Colonel T. Warren is thus conducting himeelf, or 
he might be accorded more attention than the 
matter deserves. In Dr. Felton’s absence, I de- 
sire to place published utterances for gen- 
eral) information, in a pefectiy candid and 
dispassionate way. Perhaps no other person than 
Dr. Feltonor myself is able to do so, therefore I 
ask space in your columns for a brief explana- 
nation on this subject. Colonel T. Warren was a 
ferocious Opponent in the Lester-Feiton cam- 
paign. He wrote a series of bitter articles in 
TH&r CONSTITUTION over the signature of “Cit- 
izen.”’ During that canvass he wrote a letter to 
Hon. A.H. Stephens, asking a reply for publica- 
tion, toinjure Dr. Felton. The reply he refused 
to publish. That reply is in my hands today— 
presented by Colonel T. Warren, in later years. 
I copy a few lines to show its tenor. Under date 
of August 21, 1878, addressed to T. Warren 
Akin, Cartersville, Ga. Mr. Stephens wrote: 

‘-T have no hesitancy in saying thatif I were in 
the seventh district [should support Dr. Felton 
in the present contest. This 1 should do, because 
of hrs acknowledged ability, unquestioned integ- 
rity and spotless character, with that experience 
in public affairs at Washington, which enables 
himtorender more effective service to his eon- 
stituents than any new man could do, however 
eminent his virtues and abilities might be, * * 
My advice to his constituents, including the 
young mer as wellas the ¢cld, who have no object 
In politics but good government, would be to ray 
to him at the polls: “Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant.”” * * In politics as in most other 
matters, it is always well tolet well enough 
alone. Yours truly, 

ALEXANDER H, STEPHENS. 

Colonel T. Warren suppressed tie letter, but 
under date of September 7, 1883, five vears later, 
he addressed the following to Dr. Felton, wuigy 
here copy: 

CARTERSVILLE, September 7, 1883.—Dear ir:

Now for the point I desire to make. In last Sun- 
day’s CONSTITUTION, Ise2 adispatch from Kome, 
September 27th, in these words: “Mr, T. Warren 
Akin spoke of Felton’s record, his speech in Au- 
gusta,a few years ago,and an article that ar- 
peared in The Chicago Tribune about the same 
time, and other charges against Dr. Feltan. The 
article in The Chicago Tribune appeared in 1879, 
eleven years ago. The speech in Augusta was de- 
livered in January, 1882, nearly nine years ago; 
and Mr. Akin’s charge of “ingratitude” was made 
seven years ago. Remember the dates. 

All persons acquainted with the Bacon-Gordon 
contest are aware that Colonel T. Warren was a 
Bacon supporter. When the people of Bartow 
met to send delegates to Atlanta in July 1886, 
Colonel T. Warren introduced Dr. Felton in these 
words as reported by THE CONSTITUTION: 

“Dr. Felton began an address to his followers 
which he continued untill o'clock. Colonel T- 
Warren Akin introduced th: doctor, speaking 
feelingly of the manner in which THE ConstiTU 
TION had abused him, and reminded the people 
time and again that the iseue was not between 
Gordon and Bacon, but between Ture CoNsTITU- 
TrON and Dr. Felton.”

Features of the Speculative Movement in

CHICAGO, September 30—Wheat — There was 
more demand and necessarily a larger volume of 
business and higher prices, notwithstanding the 
news was ali more or less bearish, or at least not 
any more favorable for higher prices than during 
the preceding few days.
